MURDER CASES BEFORE COURT 
IN BAKERSFIELD. 


BAKERSFIELD, May %4.—Several 
murder cases will be decided within 
the next few months, The most im- 
portant win be the second trial of Ai 
Hulse, which began today. This is his 
second trial; the firet resulted in the 
jury disagreeing. Hulse is charged 
with the murder of Deputy Sheriff 
William Tibbet. who was killed in the 
famous jogs house battle, April 19, 1998, 
when City Marshal Jeff Packard and 
Outlaw James McKinney met death. 
The fight occurred in the rooms oc- 
cupied by Hulse at the Chinese place 
of worship. Hulse has several times 
acknowledged harboring the desperado, 
but stoutly maintains his innocence, 


declaring that he was not a participant 


in the fight that resulted in the wiping 
out of three lives. 

Seventy-five jurors have been sum- 
moned from different parts of the 
county, but it is hardly thought prob- 
able that a jury will be secured from 
those subpoenaed, considering the no- 
toriéty of. the case.
